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Twenty five Years ‘Ago 
N OUR British contemporary, the Autocar, they are car- 
rying a page of reminiscences of motoring a quarter of a 
century ago. To those of us who are old-timers it carries 
many a chuckle over the mishaps and accidents of that dawn 
era of motoring. 

Twenty-five years ago the custom of making every 
motor vehicle carry a numbered license tag was just coming 
into vogue. To be exact, France had passed such a law, and 
England was considering it. We had not done anything in 
that way as yet. 

The first French number plate law provided that each 
car owner must buy “a plaque” for attachment to his vehicle. 
The person to whom the plaque was issued was liable to pay 
the annual tax until the number plate was returned to the 
authorities. One French motorist of that day purchased 
a car and duly bought his plaque. He had only been using it 
for a week when the car was stolen. He then bought another 
car and another plaque. After waiting a modest space, 
thieves also got away with that one. 

History does not relate whether this French gentleman 

”as enough of an optimist to buy a third car, but he paid 
the annual license fees without whimpering. However, in 
spite of much talk by the police about “apprehending the 
thieves,’ the cars and their plaques were not recovered. 
When the next year rolled around this unfortunate received 
a bill for the new license fees from the authorities and then 
he consulted a lawyer. That worthy informed him that 
under the terms of the law he would have to pay the annual 
fees for both plaques not only that year but as long as he 
lived and that his heirs would have to continue paying them 
until the missing plates were found. History does not 
relate the gentleman’s feelings and expressions regarding the 
“imbecile authorities,” but later changes in the law must 
have relieved him of his unwelcome burden. The good old. 
days were not so good, and in spite of our present burdens, 
we are free as air compared with our motoring ancestors 
of twenty-five years ago.

OTHING impresses the Man in the Street as do statis- 

tics. Hence, many people will pause to shudder when 

they read the statement credited to Prof. H. H. Barrows of 

the University of Chicago that the United States must look 

forward to a population in the year 2000 of 325,000,000 
people—roughly, three times the present number. 

It is difficult to imagine how this estimate was arrived 
at, nor will there be many alive, and able to and caring to 
check it, at that remote day when it will be possible to com- 
pare prophecy and fact. When we consider, however, that 
on June 1, 1914, not 1 per cent. of 1 per cent. of the world’s 
population would have been able to conjecture éven faintly 
the rather not negligible developments that were to set in 
two months later, prophecy loses most of its terror, how- 
ever statistically it may be garbed. 

To the automotive industry a development such as calcu- 
lated by Prof. Barrows would be rather pleasant to look for- 
ward to. It would portend a vast extension of the Ameri- 
can market for automobiles, equipment and accessories. In 

roportion as we approach the tripling of our population, the 
industry should be able to incréase annua! sales to some- 
wkere near 10,000,000 cars, or more.
